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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  Its  object 
shall  be  to  further  the  well-being  of  the  Institute  and  its  gradu- 
ates by  increasing  the  interest  of  members  in  the  School  and  in 
each  other. 

Art.  TI.  All  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  of  membership. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President  and  Secretary,  who,  with  two  other  members,  shall 
constitute  an  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  IV.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and 
Secretary  shall  be  those  commonly  appertaining  to  their  offices,  and 
the  Secretary  shall,  in  addition,  perform  the  duties  of  Treasurer. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  look  to  the  general  interests  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  arising 
among  its  officers. 

Art.  V.  The  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  regular 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  ;  but  the  members  at  large  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  serve  two  years,  one  member  being 
annually  elected. 

Art.  VI.  Every  member  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  annually,  to  defray  contingent  expenses. 

Art.  VII.  The  regular  annual  meetings  of  this  Association 
shall  be  held  in  December  or  January  of  each  year.  In  addition 
to  these,  special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  shall  be  so  called  at  the  request  in  writing  of 
ten  members. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  an- 
nual meeting  by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  present, 
provided  notice  of  such  change  shall  have  been  given  in  the  call 
for  the  meeting  issued  at  least  two  weeks  previous  thereto.

Interest  has  been  expended,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
Alumni  Association  for  helping  students,  to  the  amounts  of  $150.00 
for  the  year  1890-91,  and  $175.00  for  the  year  1891-92.  The  fund 
is  proving  very  useful  as  a  reserve  fund  to  meet  such  cases  as  the 
Corporation  are  not  otherwise  able  to  help.  The  students  who 
receive  help  make  an  agreement  to  repay  what  they  have  received 
without  interest,  if  they  are  able,  when  they  are  able. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  this  requirement  will  prevent 
the  fund  from  being  kept  fully  employed.  The  committee  desire 
to  express  to  the  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  their  sincere 
thanks  for  the  very  cordial  and  liberal  support  that  they  have  uni- 
formly received  while  they  have  been  collecting  this  fund,  and  with 
so  large  a  response  as  they  have  received  during  the  present  year, 
after  all  the  original  contributions  were  in.  They  believe  that  the 
Association  is  not  yet  ready  to  close  up  the  fund. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
collection  be  continued,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  solicit  con- 
tributions during  the  coming  year.
